h striking force of 526 B-17s amt 278 B-2ljs escorted by 13 fighter groups, 
12 of VITI Fighter Command and 1 of the Ik Tiguter Command, were dispatched to 
attock the Hamm marshalling yards, Largest in Geraany, anc one of the key centers 
for railroad traffic to and from the Low Countries. ‘eather was clear over 
Germany and the yards were bonbed visually vy 499 B-l7s ond 179 B-zhs which cropped 
a total of 1557 tons with good results. fhe city of Hamn, secondary, and cight 
other German targets of opportunitr were also attacked with results renging from 
ood on Geblenz to poor on Bonn ant Soest. . 


Limited enemy air opposition was concentrated principally in the target area 
and accounted for the loss of seven bembers. Further opposition developed from 
approximately 20 enemy intruders which attacked all but two gr.ups of the end 
Bombardment Livision over Anglie and forced seven E2lis to crash-land. Flak was 
generally moderate to intense and accurate in the target area. Lighteen- bonbers 
were lost, sight B-l7s ami ien Ee2ls. Five of the escorting fighters, all of 
the Dighth Air Force, vere lost against claims of 12-1-1, all in the air. Hight 
more fighters were lost, six of It Fighter Commend and tivo of VIII Fighter Command 
in fighter sweeps and strafing attacks by four groups of VIII Fighter Comiand and 
five groups of IX Fighter Command, wiile claims were made of 22-1-8 in-the air, 
and 6-0-7 on the ground.

ENCOUNTERS: While the 1st Bombardment Division encountered no c/a, one group 
of the end Division received vigorous attacks both singly and in elements of 

3 a/c from the Fronch coast back to base. Another group reported attacks ‘east 
of Cologne by 50 to GO ic 109s and IW 190s, which blanketed the formation with 
timed 20 mm shells. Similar attacks, just south of Hanm, were made by 30 to 50 
Me 109s painted like P-51s and with fake scoops. These c/a simulated escort 
tactics and in two cases, passed up the leading sections, attacking the trailing 
sections from head on and passing on to the following groups. 2 Be2hs were lost 
in these encounters, (SES INTRUDER ACTIVITIES AGATST B-2).'s). 


One group of the 3rd Bombardment Division was attacked frontally by about 
20 s/e e/a between the LP. and the target. These attacks were not considercd 
particularly ALEPESEAVE» the group that bombed Soust, however, was aggressively 
attacked by about 25 s/e c/a immediately aftcr the bombing run. This group was 
apein attacked by 6 to 8 s/e e/a just north of Coblenz. Three B-17s are missing 
as.a result of these encounters. 


ANTI-ATNCRAFT FIRE: Flak was generally moderate and fairly accurate at Hamm; 
moderate and inaccurate at Eonn, llamar, and Dulman; meager to moderate and in- 
accurate gt Coblonz, Ijmuiden, Egmond, and Ostend, Intense and accurate 
automatic weapon fire, howev.r, was encountered at the Belgian coast, and heavy 
gun fire of the same character in the Lortmund area, but generally moderate and
